Our  green  plants  are  shipped  in  wooden  boxes, 
four  inches  square  and  four  inches  deep,  allowing 
room  for  a  good  root  growth  that  will  produce  ex¬ 
cellent  clumps  in  the  fall. 

Plant  four  to  six  inches  deep  and  give  plenty 
of  water  and  shade  for  a  few  days,  and  you  will 
be  more  than  pleased  with  the  results.
